The mortgagee would be 
delighted to get his money back 
Protection Given 
The National Housing Act pro­ 
vides protection for the mortga­ 
gor during these periods by p re ­ 
serving an interest for him in the 
property indefinitely. It is 
con­ 
templated that if the mortgagee, 
having foreclosed, turns the pro­ 
perty over to the Administrator, 
as he must do in order to obtain 
the benefits of insurance, the Ad­ 
ministrator will hold the proper­ 
ty indefinitely until a market for 
real estate again develops. If at 
that time 
the property sells for 
an amount more than sufficient to 
pay off the indebtedness plus the 
costs of foreclosure and any ex­ 
pense incurred by the Adminis­ 
trator in handling the 
property, 
the remaining sum will be paid 
to the mortgagor. The advantage 
of low foreclosure costs 
to 
the 
mortgagor under an insured mort­ 
gage is thus apparent. 
Under the new regulation, an 
agreement between the lender and 
the borrower to turn over

IM nSPLAYEDhands, sharp words 
exchanged across the bridge 
table—these are frequent indications 
that the "bridge lamp” has been 
misnamed. So-called because its ex­ 
tension arm holding the shade and 
bulb has been built on the principle 
x>f the cantilever bridge, the bridge 
lamp was really designed as a read* 
ing lamp, and not to play bridge by, 
at all. 
General Illumination Needed 
W hen this lamp is used to illu- 
tninate a bridge table, we invariably 
find a result like that shown in the 
illustration at upper left. Because 


lamp ran properly illuminate only 
two of the hands of cards. In order 
to provide light for the other side of 
the table, the shade has been tilted, 
causing discomfort and glare all 
around. 
Double-Purpose Lamps Available 
For adequate lighting of a bridge 
game, cither the indirect torchere, 
as shown, or one of the indirect floor 
lamps containing a white glass bowl 
within the shade, may be used. The 
latter, which forms a good reading 
lamp, gives both totally indirect and 
«emi-indirect light. Thus, it is a 
double-purpose lamp, and comes in 
a wide variety of styles and designs 
suitable for ahy decorative scheme.

STARRING THE ENTREE 
To some people an entree means 
something superfluous, an “extra” 
course in the formal dinner fol­ 
lowing on the heels of the soup 
end ushering in the roast or fowl. 
But 
those of us who have not 
been overlooking a great resource 
and 
inspiration 
in 
our 
m eal- 
planning know that the entree is 
one of the most useful and th rif­ 
ty dishes we can learn to prepare. 
As a m atter of fact, it goes by 
extrem es and we are as apt to 
find it the main dish or “whole 
show ” in a meal as the fourth 
course or “extra” in the form al 
dinner. So let’s give the little en­ 
tree a big hand, and star it in 
forthcoming luncheons and 
din­ 
ners this summer. 
Certain types of entrees may be 
served as a vegetable substitute in 
a meal in which roast or broiled 
m eat is the main course. Chilled 
entrees are delightful at the buf­ 
fet meal, in the bridge luncheon 
as a more substantial choice than 
aalad, and as the mam dish in the 
Sunday night supper. 
The charm of entrees is their 
great variety and their economy 
U nder the nam e “entree” come 
croquettes, timbales, souffles 
of 
cheese, m eat or fish, 
fruit 
and 
vegetable fritters, 
fancy 
vege­ 
tables with a sauce. This made 
up dish can be 
prepared 
using 
sm all portions of left-over cooked 
m eat, vegetables, fruit or fish. No 
form al recipe need be followed in 
m aking the chilled 
and 
mold 
entrees so popular now—they are 
like salads in the possibility for 
m any combinations depending on 
the m aterials you have at hand. 
Usually, however, entrees are 
combinations of flaked seafood or 
cold cooked chicken or m eat “ex­ 
tended” in quantity by the use of 
cooked rice or spaghetti and com­ 
bined 
for 
flavor 
with 
fruits, 
vegetables, nuts, and 
distinctive 
seasonings. 
If you have electric 
refrigera­ 
tion easy, you will find chilled 
and 
frozen 
entrees 
the 
most 
tem pting and 
refreshing 
during 
warm weather, and the easiest of 
all to make.

Frozen Tomato Cream 


1 tablespoon gelatine 
1-4 cup cold w ater 
2 1-2 cups tomato 
3 peppercorns 
1-2 teaspoon salt. 
1 cup whipping cream 
2 cloves 
3 alspice berries 
1-2 teaspoon celery seed. 
1 tablespoon minced onion. 
Few sprigs of parsley 
1 tablespoon vinegar. 
Cook tomatoes and 
seasoning 
together for 10 minutes. 
Strain. 
Soak gelatine in cold w ater and 
add to hot tomato juice.
